Manila Battle 
Officially Over 


Manila. Feb. 20.—(AP) —Offi- 


cially the battle is over, but Ma- 
nila rumbled today as American 
artillery blasted 
Japanese who 


used a surrender period to improve 
their positions in the two build- 
ings they still hold. 


And at thc entrance of Manila 


Bay. Corrcgidor fortress was shak- 
en anew by underground explo- 
sions touched off by enemy Ma- 
rines committing mass suicide. 


Last night loud speakers blared 


a final warning from Maj. Gen. 
Robert S. Beightlcr to Japanese in 
Manila's agricultural and finance 
buildings to "surrender, commit 
suicide or be killed." 


The Japanese answered with 


sniper fire in thc direction of the 
loud speakers. When thc warning 
voice gave the enemy thirty min- 
utes to evacuate. 1st Lt. Richard 
K. Bishop of East Brady, Pa., said, 
some Japanese dashed from the 
buildings and dove into defense po- 
sitions at its base, using the im- 
munity period to improve their po- 
sition.

manufactured are created for the 
-pleasure of children, but that the 
remaining; thirty per cent are 
made for older people who make 
doll collecting their hobby. 
She 


traced back the origin of dolls 
20.000 years and said that it is 
only w'ithin the last- 600 years 
that dolls have been merely play- 
things. Dolls have been the hobby 
of many illustrious persons, amon 
them the revered Queen Mary 
<• 


England. 
Queen 
Victoria, 
and 


Queen Marie of Roumania whose 
son. King Carol, inherited his 
mothers' dolls and added to them 
and placed them "in the museum at 
Bucharest. This outstanding col- 
lection includes replicas of all the 
crowned, heads of Europe. How- 
ever, it is not now known if this 
collection is still .intact. 


Mrs. Mathew pointed out that 


until the first World War few 
dolls were 
made 
in 
America, 


though we did invent the first 
unbreakable doll and the baby doll. 
Until late years a doll designed 
in this country and requiring cera- 
mics in constrution had to be sent 
abroad 
for 
commercial 
manu- 


facture. Recently however, exper- 
iments have been made in compo- 
sitions as well as in porcelains. 


Her interesting lecture brought 


dolls in closer sympathetic com- 
prehension of the ideals of other 
countries, and gave her audience 
a better understanding of their 
meaning and importance to both 
old and young. 


In 19-13. the first year that \Va- 


Tan-Yans held their doll show. Mr. 
and Mrs. Noble May, 1003- Long 
avenue, had on display reproduc- 
tions of the famous Eiffel tower 
in Paris and a 2-1-car fcrris wheel 
a copy of the huge amusement ride 
at the Columbian Exhibition in 
1893. both constructed of tooth- 
picks. This year the Mays con- 
sented to exhibit their works of 
art again. 


Their ferris wheel has been"their 


most 
difficult 
undertaking, re-

An ApjMjal for Veterans 


In the last war, some 10 per 


cent of all American foixes be- 
came disabled. It has been esti- 
mated that in the 
present war 


that percentage may be doubled. 
The principal reasons for the ex- 
pected increase are the greater 
dcstructiveness 
of modern war, 


and the improvement in surgery 
and medicine that today is sav- 
ing many more wounded men from 
death. 


The country is conscious of its 


responsibility 
to 
these disabled 


men and. through its lawmakers, 
has made provision for them to 
be compensated and cared for on 
their return. 'l.BuL there are ine- 
vitable complications In obtaining 
this care and compensation, and 
often later difficulties, which tend 
to confuse and discourage some of 
these veterans. 


This was more true after the 


last war than it is now. As a re- 
sult, a group of returned soldiers 
organized the Disabled American 
Veterans in 1920. Their purpose 
was "to secure fair and just com- 
pensation, adequate and sympa- 
thetic care, and honest and prof- 
itable employment for those who 
are employable." 


One of the DAV's chief contri- 


butions 
during 
the 
peacetime 


years was in presenting and prose- 
cuting veterans' claims, free of 
charge. That service is now ex- 
panding, 
and 
will 
continue to 


grow. But the DAV's work does 
not end there. It follows through 
on cases after claims are disposed 
of and hospitalization ended. 


It helps to rehabilitate any dis- 


abled veteran who applies for as- 
sistance, whether a DAV member 
or not. Its care extends through 
the veteran's life—and beyond it, 
in the' assistance' it gives his "de- 
pendents.

Congress,, has authorized the 


Veterans'^Administration 
to se- 


cure all aid it can in carrying the 
huge load of work that this war 
is bringing-. One of the sources to 
which the Veterans' Administra- 
tion is turning is the DAV. • The 
two groups are cooperating in the 
training of '100 disabled veterans 
of World War n to serve as full- 
time DAV national service of- 
ficers. 


A million dollars of government 


funds has been appropriated 
to 


help meet the cost of this training 
program, which consists of five

Actually, he was learn- 
ing about Shanks while working 
on the aqueduct mobs • 


In normal times, 
under con- 


ditions of standard morality and 
Official ethics and conscience, it 
could be taken for granted that in 
the present case the department of 
justice was determined to investi- 
gate thoroughly and prosecute rc- 
gaidless of politics. However, the 
department of justice has never 
seen the day. whether in the time 
Of Grant or Harding, when its 
standards were as low and its 
politics so cynical and contemp- 
tuous of right 
and 
the 
public 


interest, as they are today. There- 
fore, the charge of Judge Mos- 
cowitz to the grand jury, sincere 
and righteous though it was, may 
be flouted in the final results 
even though convictions may be 
had. There can be reversals on 
appeal and. failing that, there is 
always the example of presidential 
clemency to Earl Browder.

Everyone filing a retuin is en- 


titled to a §500 surtax exemption 
for himself, another $500 for Ills 
wife if she had no income or is 
filing a joint return and §500 for 
each dependent. 
But everyone is entitled to only 


a §500 normal tax exemption for 
himself — m the case of a wife 
without 
income—and no exemp- 


tion for any dependent. 


Thc normal tax is a flat 3 per 


cent on taxable income but the 
surtax 
is a flat 
20 per cent on 


taxable income up to §2.000 and 
ottcn rises to 91 per cent on the 
highest income. 
Here's an example of what all 
this means and how it works. 


Smith married, has two chil- 


dren, a dependent brother and two 
dependent parents. 
He claims 7 
surtax 
exemptions. 
His income 


was §6.000. 
His 
deductions 
for 


charitable contribution and med- 
ical expenses were §500 deduction 
from the §6.000 income to get his 
net income: §5.500. From that he 
subtracts his 7 surtax exemptions 
—each at §500 makes S3.500—and 
gets what is called his surtax in- 
come §2.000. 
Since that surtax net income is 


not over §2,000 he can apply the 
20 per cent surtax to it and finds 
his surtax is §'100. 


Now—he takes that same net 


income of §0.500 to find his nor- 
mal tax. From that §5,500 net in- 
come—explained 
above—lie can- 


not subtract his 7 surtax exemp- 
tions because he's working on his 
normal tax.
